Remarkable Recofd Made by an Old 

English Steam Enflnf» 

Tiie w:ili<iiiii bf'am ei)i;ine of 
an Eiii:li8h iron-M orkini: estab- 
lishment speaks eloquently of 
the thorooifhness of the old "na- 
chine buii itr;. It bezan work 
in 1854, with a cvlinder <d'4 by 8 
f'-ef, and a speed ol 14 revolu- 
tions per minute under a steam 
pressure of 30 pounds per square 
inch. In 1898, it was compound- 
od, the pressure being increased 
to 120 pounds. In |ftlO it was 
found to be^ still to valuable a 
servant to retire, and it was con- 
verted into a tripple-expatipion 
engine, which uow works with 
steam at a pressure of 200 pounds 
superheated to 480 degrees. 
Some years at;o ihe engine "ran 
away," acquiring' such speed ae 
to burst the rope-driver pulleys, 
yet was very little damaged.
